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INTRODUCTION 



The record in this case is voluminous . A brief was filed by counsel 
and their oral argument was heard in the™ Central Office of the Imni- 
gration and Naturalization Service. The applicant is an individual 
whose industries, capital and power were great at various times 
during his life. The applicant’s activities abroad and in the United 
States were, in many instances, motivated and influenced by world 
history in general and Rumanian history in particular. Because of 
his position it ig evident# that he was acquainted, in varying 
degrees, with many of his contemporaries who played an important 
part in creating aid dealing with the events which will, of necessity, 
be discussed in: this opinion.) It is apparent that any applicant ao 
situated cannot; number 1 only friends among his associates; many per- 
sons have a dislike for such an individual. Both categories of such 
persons offered testimony and written evidence in these proceedings. 

Vbere persons testified at the hearing and submitted written state- 
ments to the sane effect as their oral testimony we will not refer 
to the written statements in this opinion. Similarly we^dll not 
refer to several written statements and affidavits which are cumula- 
tive or corroborative of matters not in question among the issues 
in thl3 case. 

In this opinion we shall endeavor, to the extent possible, to pierce 
all veils; to evaluate all the evidence as presented; to arrive at 
a decision commensurate with the law and the facts. To do this in 
an orderly fashion we must understand some of the recent history of 
Rumania, we must know who the witnesses are. For these reasons 
>;c have determined to treat eacb pertinent issue separately and, so 
far as is practicable, dispose of each such issue in its proper 
place. VJe shall then recapitulate and state our final conclusion 
in the premises. '* - 
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PERTINENT ’EVENTS ill ThE HISGTPOl OF RUMANIA 



In our consideration of the elements of displacement and fear to 
return as contemplated by Section U of the displaced Persons Act 
of 19R8, as amended, we shall refer in greater detail tc the rise 
and control of the communist influence in Rumania. At tnis pc ini 
ve will be more extensive in our recitation of preM^orcr.unist 
Rumanian hi story which must be understood as a backgro und to thi$ 
case* 

On June 9, 1930 Carol became King of Rumania . This was a setback 
to the National. Liberal Party which had ruled the- country for many 
year$ in the past. After several intervening changes in the cabinet. 
Ion Luca, the leader of the National Literals, assumed the premier- 
ship in November 1933* Meanwhile the facist party founded in 192? 
by Codreanu had grown and there we‘re demands for orientation toward 
other fascist parties and nations outside Rumania. Followers of 
that party were known as the "Iron Guard" which gained four sears 
in parliament in 1932. After the assassination of Due* in 
December 1933, Foreign Minister Titulescu stcere : the foreign policy 
successfully and established closer ties with certain other nations 
after Titulescu had, in July 1933, concluded a nenagreesion treaty 
with the Soviet Union. ?

The new premier, George Tatarescu, proscribed the Iren Guarc in 
January 193b, but that organisation resumed its activities under 
another name. It succeeded in forcing Foreign Minister Titulescu* s 
dismissal in August 1936, thereby breaking off promising negotia- 
tions with the Soviet Union. Thereafter Rumanian foreign policy 
vacillated between friendship for the democratic countries and a 
growing reliance upon the facist distatorsuips of Italy and Germany. 
In the parliamentary elections in December 1937 the Iron Guard 
received the third largest number of votes, surpassed only by the 
conservative National Liberals and the democratic National peasant 
Party. The new cabinet, headed by Goga, was different from the 
Iron Guard but akin to it in some respects not material to this 
discussion. In February' 1938, after Goga dissolved parliament, 

ICing Carol dismissed the cabinet, suspended elections and establishes 
a personal dictatorship, nominating Crictea, the Rumanian patriarch, 
as head of the government and Tatarescu as vice premier. A new 
constitution was "accepted” on February 2b, 1936, all existing 
parties were dissolved and constitutional freedoms were suspended. 

In April 1 938 the King had Codreanu sentenced to prison for ton 
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On Jana 22, 19ll Ion Antonescu declared a "holy war" against the 
Soviet Union and by July 26, 1911 had recovered Bessarabia and Bukovina. 
Rumanian troche then pushed further on into the Soviet Union- On 
December 12, 19ll Romania declared war against the United States and 
Great Britain, mother Iron Guard revolt, presumably instigated by 
GezmBXQr to prod Antonescu into furnishing more troops, oil and food, 
was quelled in January 19l3- After Aria reverses In 1913 Rumania 
shortened its lines* Semiofficial peace negotiations failed in the 
spring of 1911* Soviet troops were entering Rumania early In April 
1911 and Molotov announced the Soviet Union would accept Antonescu’s 
surrender and guarantee certain of Rumanian territorial integrity. 
Antonescu procrastinated- On August 23, 1911 the king, through a coup, 
arrested the entire Antonescu cabinet and announced Rumania’s surrender. 
General Sana tea cu was made premier and the troops were ordered to help 
the Soviets against Germany- The Allied armistice signed September 12, 
1911 provided for, inter alia , reparations to the Soviet Union of 
. #300,000,000- On Eecember6, X9UU General Nicolai Radescu formed a 
y’*new government. He resigned on February 26, 1915 under Soviet pressure 
4nd was succeeded on March 6, 1915 by Petra Groza, leader of the 
Plowman’s Front, with a leftist coalition cabinet and 'conservative 
Tatarescu as vice premier. Large food and oil shipments were sent to 
the Soviet Union* On August 6, 1915 that government recognized the 
R um a n ian government. On August 22, 1915 after Groza refused to resign 
at King Michael’s request, Michael invoked the Talta agreement and 
. ajjked the three major allies to assist in the formation of a new 
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and restoration of looted property* The fein 1y 
caused groat inflation which mad* life diff: j«lt for itbo middle class 
people. The Somber 1&6 elections ;^e * aoflin^ 

States State Department as unfair and ondetr sratic and indicated 
that oar Qonnwwit did not believe 'thr its repraetmtad the will 
of the Rumania* people*

The foregoing summary gives ns a panoramic view of the setting in 
which much of the relevant events played their part. It is not our 
function in this case to criticise or poUtlcallyerutinise these 
events of history. They speak eloquently for themselves*

As previously pointed <Jut> it ia neceaaaiy io know the witnesses are) 
that is j what positional if uy, they held In the go vem aent of Rumania or 
eleewhere. This will l^ari to a tetter understanding of their testimony and 
penult sounder evalnati<pi of tho teatimohy given by them. A high ranking 
of finial of a govemaent would ordinarily knew more about events in. which ^ 
he personally partioipated than another witness who learned of them through 
hearsay hr in some other fashion after the event took place. By this, we 
do not mean to say or imply that ; only those who participated in events may 
be competent witnesses; others may have learned of the events exactly as 
they took place. 

Some of the identification of witnesses was taken from the statement of the 
recent history of Romania set forth above.' Other data was taken from state- 
ments made by then about themselves or about other witnesses during the 
course of the hearing. y

States has been verified. The spp ic^nt testified' that he entered as a, 
member of the Economic Delegation' 1 ' f Rumania and of the Chamber "of 
Commerce, Htmaman-AmoricanJ having embarked at Parte, France by;' air 
after coming to Paris on June 17, 1^1*6 and being admitted to France in 
transit. Between June 17, l?2i6 and September 29, • 19i|6 he visited 
Switzerland three times and as^jfeted that Ma stay in' peris and in 
Switzerland during this period ms for the purpose • of arranging certain 
personal affairs. The allegation regarding his entry as a member of the 
trade delegation is supported by a letter in evidence dated June 7, 19h6 
from Etail Kekicb, Commercial Attache, United States Mission, Bucharest, 
to TTalworth Barbour, Chief, Southeastern European Division, Department 
of State, Washington, D. C., and by a letter in similar vein dated June 8, 
19U8 from Burton I. Berry, Representative of the United States in Rumania* 

The applicant added that his purpose in coating to the United States was 
twofold: (1) to get credits for Rumania, and (2) to ^realise an industrial 

collaboration* between America and Rumania. He asserted that at the time 
of entry into the United States he intended to finish his work and return 
to Rumania. From all of the evidence of record the conclusion is warranted 
that at the time of entry the applicant was a bona fide nonimmigrant and 
was lawfully admitted as such. If - \ 



1/ In determining that the applicant was lawfully admitted we have given 
consideration to his admissibility not only under the Immigration Act of 
192U but all other applicable laws and regulations and our conclusion at 
this point is supported by vdiat has already been said as well as that upon 
which we will dwell at greater length in other parts of this opinion. 
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DISPLACEMENT AND FEAR TO RCTUHH

Ifte applicant testified that prlpr to his coming to the United States ho } 
never established resident in tty country othpr than Rumania! thttlhi i 
left Rumania Jana 17, l94o> waa admitted to Frknc* in transit and strived 
In the United States on September 29, 1946 uhdfr circumstances previously 
sot forth* His claim to admission to France and Switzerland in a temporary 
status waa verified by endorsements in faia passport which waa introduced into 
evidence* It is apparent that the place of his nativity and JLaat residence 
is Rumania and that the place of his nationality, per >ae* ia immaterial be- 
cause he ia now stateless* 

The applicant bdeea his claim of displacement solely on his political opinions, 
stating that he is a capitalist and as such he is part of a group doomed 
to be exterminated; that his association with General. Radescu, one of the 
leaders of the resistance movement, has made him guilty according to the 
present law of Romania and that should he return to that country he would be 
subject to a penalty of death or life imprisonment* He added in support or 
his claim to displacement that the denationalization decree previously 
mentioned, provided for the confiscation of his property in Rumania, which 
has been verified from a copy of the decree Itself, and submitted into 
evidence a number of press clippings to ...show that he was libeled and villiried 
by the Corammist press* His wire and son had to flee Rumania clandestinely 
during April 1948. Several witnesses presented by the applicant and some of 
the witnesses presented by the Government testified that he would be subject 
to persecution should he return to Rumania* 

Ihe applicant has never been forcibly ejected from the boundaries of hip 
country and v transf erred to another comtry* He' left hie native country, and 
the country of which he was then a citizen, of his own accord in an official 
capacity* He alleges that he Is a displaced person from Rumania because he 
is not in sympathy with the present cooeDunietle regime in that country* In 
Matter of 8* * A»6$87200» Interim Decision Mo* 94 (September 26, 1949) it 
was held that displacement may $ccur where, subsequent to the allege departure 
from tho country from which to* claimed to hpve been dieplaced, conditions of 
oppression and persecution are; found to have arisen by virtue of acts of an 
-official or q^ai^ficiZl nat^, and such conditions are of such a nature 
as would have justified the alien 1 * flight because of ‘such ^ oppression or

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persecution had the alien traveller been a resident of the country from which 
he claims to be displaced when these conditions arose# Jn cases of this nature 
the elements of displacement and fear to return, of necessity, merge* On 
the basis of the evidence in the record it is concluded that the applicant has 
a Justifiable basis for fearing to return to Rumania* 

Applying this reasonable fear to the proposition sot forth in Matter of a., 
supra* it is believed that displacement, within the meaning of Section 4 of * 
the Displaced persons Act ofT 1948, as amended, has occurred based on the 
premise that if the applicant were at this time residing in his native country 
the events described fabove would have resulted in persecution by the Rumanian 
Government# These events reasonably bar him from returning to Rumania and 
have contributed to displacement in almost the same manner as if he had been 
forcibly deported or had fled to avoid reprisals. That Rumania is a communist 
dominated country is recognised by the United States Government (House Report 
No. 1920, 80th Congress, Second Session) (Committee on Un-American Activities)# 
The nature of communist dominated countries has been recognised by this 
Service in Matter of W . , A-6381778 (October 19, 1949) end in Matter of S* . supra # 
Comparing the applicant* s situation as outlined above in ‘the resume of his 
testimony with the nature of the regime in control of his country leads to the 
conclusion that persecution may be reasonably expected and that this expectation 
of persecution has brought about his displacement from Rumania* 

v/ Title 8, Code of Federal Regulations, 171 *l(&y flection 4, requires that an 

applicant for adjustment of status as a displaced person be "a person displaced 
from the country of his birth or nationality, or of his last. residence, as a

the applicant and the requirement of the regulations makes it, necessary to

A report from the Identification Division of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation discloses no criminal record. 

An affidavit dated Ray 10* 1951 by Leon Alexandroff , member of t he New 
"fork lav; firm of Phillips/ Rizer, Benjamin, and Krim, is to the effect 
that he- has known iialaxa: for five years with almost daily- contact and 
that I'alaxa is of pood moral character. There is also contained in 
evidence a letter dated Kay 3, 1951 from General Wallace H. Graham, 
Personal Physician to the President, certifying that based on hi?

as pro-nazi and pro -communist but could add nothing in the way of 
personal knowledge which had not already beer, testified to by other 
witnesses* These two statements -re part of the investigation made 
by the Immigration and Naturalisation service Pursuant to requirements 
cf 8 C.T.lu 1?1.4. 

In evaluating this testimony regarding the applicant's moral character, 
sight is not overlooked of the fact that ? lie gv tiers have been r./ide 
that Malaxa, while ir the’ United States, purchased .lews lip/ : r*d a motor 
vehicle for delivery to CQsjrrr.ist members of ,‘vi *-u:/anian cvernse.it.

Tnder tfce statute and the regulation's set forth above It is apparent that 
an alien vj^p vac a voluntary member or who was voluntarily affiliated with 
the nari or communist party of any state, is inadmissible to the United 
States and is ineligible, for adjustment of his immigration statuE under , 
Section 4 of the Displaced Persons Act of 19 as amended* The tv:o 
principal issues in this case are whether Mal&xa was voluntarily’ affiliated 
with the nasi or communist party of Germany or Huma n ! a at any time in the 
past, as the term B affiliation D is used in the Act of October 16, 1518, as 
amended, and Public Lav 14 of the £2nd Congress. There is no evidence that 
Malaxa was ever a member of such had party and, Consequently, ^member" need 
not be considered* Another part of this opinion will be concerned with 
relations with the communist 8 ; this part being concerned .only with his. 
association iftth the nazib* , . 

The applicant testified that he was never affiliated with the naci perty 
or in ./sympathy therewith or that he ever gave assistance thereto. He 
specifically denied that he vac a member of or adhered to pr- was a 
supporter or helper of the Iron Guard. He added that he was never politically 
rctive; that is, that he held no position in any government or political 
.parties* Ke had given money to Kaniu, a leader of the Rational Peasant 
Party (now jailed by the communists).* which he said was the democratic party 
of Rumania. He also contributed to that party itself and lesser amounts to 
the National Liberal Party, which was the party of the Rumanian economic 
interests* Much of the evidence regarding iialaxa 1 6 relations with the nasi s 
centers around his industrial empire. In order to understand the evidence 
in the record concerning his relations with the nazie, it is necessary to 
understand, in part, his industrial setup.. 

In "about 192D Malaxa started a locomotive repair shop in Rumania. In 1927 
he obtained a 2Q~year contract to manufacture locomotives for the Rumanian 
Government. This contract enabled him to branch out in the manufacturing of 
diesel powered propelled trains, dleeel engines, and other railroad equipment, 
as veil as equipment for the oil and chemical industries. In 1936 he built 
raid began to operate a factory for the production of-eteel tubes and, in the' 
some year, he commenced, with the approval of the Rumanian Government, a 
large factory for the manufacturing of- munitions. Halaxa^ industries, when 
referred to as such in this opinion, refer to hie railroad, tubes,, and 
armament plant©. In 1932 the applicant joined Max Aueait in acquiring 
approximately 20 per cent of the outstanding aharee of a corporation which

Ansoit’e statement is sufficient to establish that Malaxa engineered Ausnit's 
removal to pave the way for Germany collaboration, especially in the light of 
all the evidence of record* 

In the same statement to Investigator Seeley, Ausnlt stated .that Antonescu 
and Iron Guard plotting forced King Carol to abdicate in September 1940 and 
that Malaxa then swung openly to the Iron Guard, the' nasis and one Perietzeanu. 

. (an alleged Iron Guardfet) of the Malaxa clique In Re site who became General 
Manager upon Malaxa’a nomination* Ail salt added that Malaxa was the financial 
backer of the Iron Guard revolt against Antonescu in January 1941 ahd that when 
the revolt failed because the German Army (as distinguished from the German 
. nazl party) did not like the Iron Guardlets, Antonescu Jailed Malaxa and 
confiscated Me properties, Ebis statement by Ausnlt of an ultimate ^act is 
likewise not supported by facte upon which the statement is baaed. It is 
therefore only Aafinlt*e conclusion. 

At the hearing Auenit produced a copy of a letter which he said was addressed 
to Malaxa by representatives of the shareholders group (of Reeita), which 
group come into being after the Germane took over Sbrogovca HL Halaxa testi- 
fied that, he believed he received the original of this letter and added that he 
had a copy of it in hie possession. £bat letter was dated June 21, 1940 and 
. was signed by Albert Goerlng. It reads aa follows: 

"Pursuant to my visit with you yesterday in company of Dr. Novotny, 
the representative of the Brno Armaments Works, and ae per our 
agreement, I am herewith confirming in ©hort the contents of our 
conference.

You have Informed ue to the effect that the mandates of Dr. Out rata 
and Director Svec at the C.M.C. will expire anyway on August 23 of 
the current year.

H. Malaxa was a captain of indue try^ and among the 0 there he was not only 
the head of the Malaxa Sagine Plant but also the delegated administrator 
of the above named great corporation* According to the business arrange- 
ment the Brno Armaments Works had a few administrative advisor^ positions 
available which however, due to the resignation, of my predecessor. Manager 
Bruno Seletzky, 17 fieinaer St. Vienna 3« ware unfilled for the time being. 
In order to gain ^clearing and order in these matters, it was necessary to 
hold meetings between myself viz, our groups and the group. It 

came to a number of conference and meetings between Engineer N. Malax^, 
the delegated administrator and representative of the Rumanian group and 
myself, the general ' representative of the Brno Armaments Works and Skoda 
Works, Prague* These mootings, without exception, were held in the most 
friendly atmosphere and 1^. to the most frigidly agreements concerning 
all issues at all sessions.

I authorial you to mak a any use of the content® of this letter and I errea 
request you to glee me exact information concerning the alleged incorrect 
statements by Mr* Kalaxa in KeirTork in order to eventually enable me 
taking legal steps for slander against Mr* Kalaxa* 

We will consider both of these documents together* At the outset we wish to 
point out that both cover substantially' the same subject* The general tenor 
relates to the question of filling certain open positions in companies in 
which Kalaxa >dn& the Germans had interests* The letters refer to the 
cordial relationship lhicb Goering asserts existed between him and Kalaxa. 

Kalaxa does not allege that there was physical force or duress used fcy 
Gearing upon him bat asserts that the international situation prevalent 
at the time made it impracticable and also futile to resist the requests 
made by Albert Goering in the premises* Goering refers also to 'the 
fact .that ha was offered a position as delegated administrator by Kalaxa. 

As previously pointed out, Kalaxa has stated that he did suggest such a 
thing to Goering in one of the lesser important companies in order that 
Goering would not insist on an increase of from two to three representatives among 
- the ranking officials of Resit*. In any event, ve believe that it would be 
improper on our part to fail to mention that these two documents were prepared by 
s sin who was the brother of one of the world’s top ranking nasis and iho was one 
of the principal lieutenants of hie brother* As such, we must scrutinise the 
contents of these letters not only in the light of the hietoiy of Rumania, 

Germany, and Czechoslovakia, then current, bqfc also In the light of the 
position held' by the person who subscribed to 'these documents* When we do 
that and also note the fact that In both of these documents Goering refers 
$,■$&-& possible legal action for slander against Kalaxa (thus implying some 
‘"possible present bias), we find it difficult to conclude that these two 
letters are sufficient', either separately, together, or with the qther letters 
previously quoted, to establish voluntary affiliation of Kalaxa with* the 
nails in the light of the evidence presented by and on behalf of Kalaxa.*

Gafencu then read from to letter dated March 23, 1939, from the British 
Ambassador to Bucharest, in vhich the Ambassador feels "justified in 
recording cy opinion that they (Rumania) are handling affaire with viao 
circumspection." The letter ends with a personal tribute of . the -Ambassador 
to Mr. Gafencu. This testimony and letter were mentioned tekshov that 
the Rumanians were not happy about the treaty and that they handled the 
situation as well as possible j that Gafencu believed that it -resulted in 
Rumania T s political independence for at least an extra year and, because 
-it is corroborative of Malaxa*s assertion that *he opposed the treaty. 

, This latter point, of "course, is in conflict to some extent with what 
appears to be the ordinary jneening of the postscript on the note pre- 
viously mentioned. Gafencu testified not only- that Malaxa did not go 
on the mission vhich appears to have been referred to in the postscript 
and. by ‘the testimony of the witness, Cretzfanu, but added tfist he_ would 
have known If there had been such a mission because he was then lEnis ter 
of Foreign Affairs and Crotalanu was then- his aid, being Secretary-General 
of Foreign Ministers, and that King Carol would not hove taken such e 
political step without consulting him (Gafencu)^ In cross-examination he 
stated that he heard about a' mission to Germany Mslaxa but that he 
knows, of his own knowledge, that when he vas Minister of ’Foreign Affairs 
from the end of 1938 to May 30, 1940, Malaxa had no political mission. 

He asserted that be was aware of all political actions (including foreign 
relations) taken by King. Carol during that period. ' The note referred to 
by Cretzianu had not been translated and made available when Gafencu * 
testified, but he was given an opportunity fcy the examining officer 
to bo shown this note and to prepare an affidavit with regard 
to the witness 1 version of the exhibit. Such affidavit appears among 
the exhibits in this case and it is particularly important because the 
witness Cretzianu stated that he relied upon the truthfulness of 
Gafencu. This affidavit dated July 17* 1951 by Gafencu contains a 
statement that he retails having dictated such a note; that be cannot

Again Gafencu asserted that Halaxa jwas not* tent of a political mission and * 
it may have been that Malaxa wa* dicussidp industrial end economic matter* i 
and* since he apparently reported. Erectly to the King it * seems to me to 
prove that it w&* a matter pertaining to the armaaept program* , Halaxa 
testified that he was not in Germany at all during the period in question 
and Gafencu'e explanation makes it look like there . might be reference to 
Halaxa** industrial trip to Germany In 193 6- are unable to agree with 

the explanation by Oafencu in hid Affidavit, it 1* extremely weak* However, 
the postscript does not indicate clearly that Kalaxa was' sent on a political 
mission to Germany by the King. nevertheless, we must concede that this 
postscript to the note by Gafencu is a piece of evidence not entirely ex- 
plained in the record. He cannot, - however, in the light of Kalaxa* e and 
Gafencu* s testimony interpret, the postscript to the note in such a way as to 
indicate that Kalaxa, while on a mlseion; to Germany, placated the German ire 
which was aroused as a result of certain Rumanian action against the Iron

Ve have interrupted the recitation of .Cretslariu*e testimony in order to dispose 
of the Issue of. the note and the postscript thereon.' We 'now return to his 
testimony in connection with another matter. 

Cretzianu stated, in response to a question as to whether Malaxa had anything 
to do, by backing, by financial means, or otherwise, the Iron Guard: 

All I can tell you was what happened during the January 1941 rebellion. 

The Iron Guard had made an arrangement with General Antonescu, and some 
members of the Iron Guard were members of the government. Ehe Iron 
Guard had made that arrangement with General Antonescu, but all the

he vae holding in hie hand. It Is quite apparent that Cretzlanu was relating 
something he did not know of hie own knowledge, but which was related to him 
in turn by General Antoneecu, who allegedly stated what he did because of a 
secret service report which he was holding In his hand, and from what Germans 
told him. Ve note, however, that Antoneecu himself was a narl and that he 
cauafed Malaxa 1 s arrest; that Malaxa, after extensive investigation (more about 
whick will be said later), was released from imprisonment since it was found 
that ho vae innocent of the allegations made against him. It Is obvious, 
therefore that the recitation by the witness Cretelanu concerning Malexa* s 
hacking of the Iron Guard cannot be considered in connection with a deter- 
mination of thie case. It Ie hearsay upon hearsay evidence. 
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We have recited in great detail all of the matters of record which were in 
opposition to Malaxa, insofar as the issue of hie association with the naxis 
is concerned. Fairness .demands that we turn to the other evidence given in 
hie favor on this issue, notwithstanding that we have already referred to 
some of his own testimony In the premises as well as to. the testimony of 
Gafencu, who was a witness presented by Malaxa.

Hlcolae Bade sc u testified that Halaxa was well-known to him for many 
years and that Malaxa was neither a nasi, or a nasi sympathiser* or a 
member or sympathiser of the Iron Guard. 

Barbu Blculeecu was called oy Malaxa as a vitneee. He testified that he 
was told by a friend* Captain and Magistrate Caaile BarbultBCu* stationed 
at Halmaisofc Military Prison In Bucharest, that on January 23, 1941 Malax* 
was arrested and brought to Malmaieon jail* and then, following orders 
dtroot from intone ecu* Kal&xa was investigated by a military commission 
which concluded that Malax* had no connection with the Iron Guard revolt;

On the question of the Albert Goering correspondence, we have 
already referred to Goering's letter to Ausnit and the affi- 
davit before the African Consul, and in our consideration 
thereof, ve stated that we did not believe that in and of 
themselves, they showed voluntary 'affiliation with the nazis. 

The only so-called damaging part of the letter from Goering to 
Kalaxa is the one which indicates that Kalaxa offered Goering 
a high post in one of the less important industries. However, 
we believe that Kalox^’s statement vas credible, namely, that 
he did so in order to try to get Goering to withdraw his insist- 
ence that there be increased representation of the Czechoslovak 
Anns Works in the management of Hc3ita, one of the most important 
Rumanian industries. In considering this issue, sight cannot be 
lost of the fact that the instances in question took place in 
the Spring or early Sumner of 1940, at which time history of 
Rumania discloses that that country was in a difficult position 
because of the alignment of Its neighbors and the breakdown of 
France, and that It was powerless to resist simultaneous pressure 
by the Soviet It! on and Germany. In addition, it was approxi- 
mately one year after the crippling economic treaty with Germany 
was concluded on March 24, 1939, and was at a time when the armed 
forces of the nezie vere at 'the borders of Rumania* It is for 
this reason, plus th& further fact 'that Kalaaca^ credibility has 
not been impeached in, this respect, that ve have accepted his 
explanation on this point,.

documentary evidence shows that the Russians had expressed their irrevocable 
intention to take theJIalaxS^ufe mill, and had started the dismantling 
thereof* This “ttrbe "~nri.ll was very essential to Rumania and the Rumanians 
.o'bjected'to' the Russian action, but it was futiljp, notwithstanding the 
fact that Rumania needed the tube mills in order to obtain the oil with 
which to comply with 'other parts of the Reparation Agreement concerning 
-*the payment ^of reparations in oil* . Documentary evidence also shows that 
. there was a temporary deferral by the Russians on their insistence that 
C they obtain the smaller tube mill and for th^time being they insisted upon 
taking, and did take, the larger (the Hi inchi-tube mill* It appears that 
sinfce the tube mill was taken the Rumanians made the best of the situation 
by including it in the Reparations Agreement of January 16, 192i5 in order 
that the value of' the plant "wight be credited against the $300,000,000 
in reparations which Rumania , was obligated to pay to the Soviet Union* 



Much has been said that the tube mill, as a complete industry, was not 
intended to be covered by Article 11 of the Armistice Convention. We c. * 
believe that this is a true statement because even in the Reparations 
Agreement, we note that .it is specified in Article I that the Rumanian 
Government agrees to deliver to the Soviet Union, "oil products, grain, 
cattle, lumber barges and ships, various equipment, locomotives, railroad 
cars, tank cars, and railroad railing stock, covering the total amount of 
USA. §300,000,000." It appears from. the Annex made part of the Reparations 
Agreement that the Malaxa tube mill was the only plant taken as such. 

It is shown in the appropriate Annex that the value of this tube mill was 
fixed at 2,U60,000 United States dollars. 



Ualaxa testified on this point that when the Soviets entered Rumania in 
August 1?^, they, asked him to sell them his metallurgical plants, but he 
resisted*: As to the tube mill specifically, he testified that he resisted, 
transfer to the Soviets, and sought assistance from the Klng/^frorn 
Radeocu, and from Colonel Grady McGlasson of the ^ American MilitaryTfiesion 
in Rumania, all to no avail. Thereafter he refuted to pafticdpate in 
evaluation proceedings but the figure of $2,2i60,0toyhad jteen set-fwfiich 
he says was less than half the value of the mill 22/), and it was proposed 
that he be paid in American dollars so that he could purchase, outside

Max Ausnit stated to Investigator Seeley tbit when Malaxa saw^hat the nazis 
were finished, he began to shift to the communists; that, he put Dragomirescu 
in as plant manager because Dragomirescu had contacts wit'h Maurer, who was 
Index -Secretary of Industry aid Commerce, Maurer being the one who dominated 
the 4£inister of Economics, Gheorf^u-Dej. We have given Malaxa *p explana- 
tion for hiring Dragomirescu consideration and wish to point out, in 1 
addition, that he said his contacts with Gheorghiu-Dej and Maurer were as 
limited as could be, and that he communicated with them only when it was 
.necessary for the operation of his plants* 

Ausnit also stated that >/a] axa was the only one to obtain dollars in 
exchange for the property given to Russia as reparations. Ausnit further 
stated that one Remus Lulu was dismissed from his job as Commercial Attache 
of the Rumanian Legation in Washington, when he protested Malaxa* s ' / 

negotiations in the United States.

As opposed to these allegations, we think that the evidence clearly shows 
kot only that the Bumanian government was at that time a coalition govern- 
ment but that it had little, if anything, to do with the unfreezing of 
Ual&xa's assets in the United States as a favor to Malaga, since a series 
of documents «6d letters introduced into the record Indicate that Malaxa 
was given export licenses by Rumania, was to buy merchandise in the United 
States, and was found by the appropriate American officials dealing with 
blocked assets in this country to be entitled to the unfreezing of certain 
funds which he had here* j I 

In addition, we are satisfied that the evidence shows that Ualaxa was not 
paid the #2,1*60,000 in full in any kind of currency; that it shows that he 
was paid a little lees tlian $2,1*60,000 and, that this money was not paid 
to him in Washington but was made available to him in installments abroad 
and, furthermore, that it was not made available to him in American dollars 
but rather in Bumanian lei B z/ , This is supported not only by Malaxa’s 
testimony in the' premises, but by documentary Evidence showing that 
Zialaxa^ representatives abroad made satisfactory arrangements with a 
representative of the Joint Distribution Committee and the Rumanian govern- 
ment to turn over the lei to the Joint Distribution Committee for use In 
Rumania and that the Joint Distribution Committee would make available 
American dollars \and Swiss francs*'

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We Trill evaluate all of the evidence in favor of and against lialaxa with 
regard to his ^relations with the communists after we have recited additional 
evidence which has been presented in his be h a l f * Up to this point, we 
believe that the evidence may be termed to be unfavorable except in places 
where we have recited Malaxa's statements or documentary evidence introduced 
by him.

Ghilezan stated that Halaxa helped the an ti-conkmmist National Peasant Party 
in many ways; by giving Ghilezan 3,000,000 lei for Halaxa workers beaten by 
communists; and by contributing, even after he left Rumania, to the 19u6 . 
elections* linen asked whether Kalaxa aided and assisted the communists, 
the witness replied that when ^alaxa saw things in Rumania getting worse, he 
asked to be sent to-the United States to seek financial help for the Rumanian 
governnent. ■' 

Ghilezan confirmed Ualaxa's statement that Ualaxa refused to participate in 
evaluation of his tube mill connect ion. with its being turned over by 

the Rumanian government to Russia,

Adolph A, Berle, Jr., testified that the policy enviseged at the Yalta 
Conference was that there would be coalition governments, includng the 
Russians,- scr that all parties could work together to maintain national 
governments looking eventually to free elections. To accomplish this, the 
United States Government then encouraged men to colloborate in communist 
governments to ’ carry out the Yalta objective. He added that men should not 
-now be stigmatized as being sympathetic with communists because they ‘'were 
endeavoring to follow the then policy of the Government which was trans- 
mitted through regular- diplomatic’ channels as well as through regular 
infoimation charnels. It was hoped that 'a method of "cooperation could be 
found." He adde^ that after the Germans withdrew from Rumania, Malaxa was 
known -to align himself with anti-communists to reconstruct an independent 
Rumania* 

Nicolae Radescu was-a witness who testified at the behest of Halaxa, He 
stated that Ualaxa was neither a communist nor communist sympathizer, and 
that Radeacu left* off ice^ as Prime Minister, Malaxa, who was still in 

Rumania, made it k&bjra to Radescu through a friend that Malaxa would place 
large suits of money at Ratios culs disposal to fight against communism. In 
addition, he etated^that Rafter. Vi shinsky farced his removal from office he 
obtained refug^ -in th& Eiitlsh &basay ^d, .idiile there, Was. contacted by

Radescu testified that the question of restitution of the Malaxa plants seized 
by the Rumanian government In 1941 came up nhile Badescu mas Prime Minister; 
that the plants were returned because Malaxa was entitled to them under the v 
new constitution and because the management of the plants was so bad that they 
were not turning out the goods needed to comply withjtbe terms of the -Armistice', 

The witness added that? Rumania tried to resist giving'the Malaga tube jdll to 
the Russians because it was essential to the Rumanian economy, but’.that Russia 
insisted so Rumania had to ccrn^ly. He, too, testified that all (reparations) 
property given to Russia after having been taken from owners by Rumania were \ 
paid for by the Rumanian government. He testified that his government was 
overthrown before actual cofip sanation eras paid to Malaxa but after the agreement 
to pay was reached. He was not 1 sure t£e payment was .made but that such payment 
would not have been a special ‘fkvor byjthe communists because (1)* the succeeding 
Grcjna government had. in it many' communist members who were also members of the. 
Radescu government and would be . cajvying out a decision previously made, and 
(2). that it was "particularly significent for the new conunmaist government to 
have Mr, Malaga reinstated in the ownership of his plants and properly compensated 
because they were very eager. to increase the production so as to satisfy the 
needs of their Soviet friends, and also to comply with the terms of the Armistice ‘ 
as wholly as possible," He, too, added that no payment was made for war booty. 

Radescu testified that to his knowledge Malaxa was personally attacked by 
Cretzianu and Visoianu and their group because it was a way of attacking 
Radescu, their political opponent, whom they could not attack directly, 

Barbu Niculescu testified that Malaxa assisted greatly in the r light Radescu 
and Niculescu rrom Rumania by plane and that Malaxa is helping Radescu\ight 
the communists, 

ffe believe that only two further points require comment, Firrf? is in connection • 
with Malaxa 1 s statement that he wished to give an interest ln a business 
enterprise to be formed in Rumania to the Russians, Malaxa brought this up 
in one or his affidavits which was introduced into evidence. In that affidavit

Dragomirescu'e affidavit before the American Vice Consul at Parle, Irenes on j 
January 22 , 1951. (3) Kaloxa working withBalea, the Bumanian Minister to the! 
United States while Orosa mas head of the government in Bumanla; (h) the 
allegation that Malax* was the only Bnmsnlaa to be paid for property token by l 
the Bumanian government and given to Bussia as reparations; (5) j*h® allegation 
that Malax* was favored by being paid in American money and that the money vae 
paid to him at the Bumanian legation in the United States; (6) the allegation 
that Xalaxm im favoxad by the oomunists otherwise they would not have returned 
hie plants to him and, in connection with this, the allegation that Malax* 
agreed to divide the -compensation to be received fo? the tube mill with the 
communists, and <7) the purchases of automobiles and Jewelry for communlste. 

Ve will consider each of these Issues serltiami 

(1) Malax* admitted having sent $500 to Dragomlrescu through an 
• intermediary. It is alleged that Dragomir seen had communist leanings 
even if he was- not, in fact,, a commnist. Melaxa, however, asserts that 
he did not send this money to Bragpmirescu for any ulterior purpose but 
rather because he heard Dragomirescu was starving and in need of funds.
